• Town council begins implementation otreview 


recommendations

Didsbury’s town council ap¬ 
proved a new corporate struc¬ 
ture which will make some dras¬ 
tic changes in the town’s ap¬ 
proach to business 

The corporate structure, 
which arose out of recommen¬ 
dations from the town’s recently 
completed corporate review and 
recommendations from the 
town’s acting CAO, was ap¬ 
proved at the council’s last meet¬ 
ing on April 18 

One of the bigger changes 
under the new structure involves 
the amalgamation of a number 
of smaller town council boards 
into larger, more encompassing 
committees Three committees. 


directed by council members, 
will handle all aspects of town 
operations The committees - 
operational services, corporate 
services and community serv¬ 
ices - will oversee ail aspects of 
town development, finance, 
maintenance and social and rec¬ 
reational services 

Another change in the struc¬ 
ture is in the job description for 
the town's chief administrative 
officer This top administrative 
position will focus more on town 
development and management 
Financial administration will 
now fall to a new Director of 
Corporate Services who will 
work under the CAO FCSS and 
recreation departments will be 
combined under the auspices of

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Severance package 
agreement reached

Didsbury’s former town ad¬ 
ministrator Mike Storey has ac¬ 
cepted a severance package 
agreement with the town accord¬ 
ing to Didsbury Mayor Ray Lea 

Lea said Storey accepted an 
eight month salary severance 
package for the termination of 
his position with the town, a 
settlement Lea said is standard 
for a CAO’s position 


A letter of recommendation 
has also been offered to Storey 
who spent the last seven years as 
Didsbury’s town manager 
Storey went on a leave of 
absence earlier this month after 
town council accepted recom¬ 
mendations arising from a cor¬ 
porate review completed earlier 
this year Storey s position, as 
well as the position of assistant 
administrator, formerly filled by 
Eileen Dumont, were termi¬ 
nated Dumont is still working

Overall, Stabbler said changes 
from regionalization have been 
minimal in the Didsbury hospital 
despite a larger decrease in funding 
than expected. 

“The region lost about 13 per¬ 
cent in acute care funding,' ’ Stabbler 
said " That w as more harsh than we 
expected in the business plan We 
had expected the decrease to come 
out of all health services but instead 
it was just taken from acute care ” 
Many of the cutbacks outlined 
in the region’s business plan to de¬ 


crease costs had already been un¬ 
dertaken bv the Didsburv hospital, 
leaving many services and programs 
still running The hospital’s surgi¬ 
cal program, which attracts surgeons 
from Calgary with some modem 
surgical equipment and open sur¬ 
gery space, is continuing to grow 
Besides laparscopie equipment, the 
hospital has added arthroscopic 
equipment to the surgery attracting 
sports surgeons in particular Dids¬ 
bury s surgery is also used for ton¬ 
sillectomies, tubal ligations and foot 
surgery

Town council opened their sec¬ 
ond meeting since implementing 
some of the recommendations out¬ 
lined in their corporate review with 
a new, streamlined process 

Councillors and media were 
handed abbreviated council pack¬ 
ages, including material only on 
items where action was needed 
Written recommendations on each 
item was also included 

Councillors seemed pleased with 
the new style of meeting and were 
surprised by the shortened length 
of the meeting 


Town council may be reaching 
out to local organizations over the 
next lew months to find a group 
interested in organizing Canada I Jay 
activities. 

The decision to look for a group 
came after debate on the town’s 
donation towards fireworks costs 
for 1995 Canada Day celebrations 
The Didsbury Interagency 
Group, who has agreed to organize 
Canada Day activities this year, had 
requested $1000 from the town to 
cover the expenses for the annual 
fireworks display. It was recom¬ 
mended council approve the $ 1000 
expenditure but only agree to cover 
half the costs of the fireworks, to a 
maximum of $600, in future years. 

But council was concerned that 
organizing groups might not be able 
to take on the extra cost for half the 
fireworks, leaving Didsbury with a 
half-hearted display or no display 
at all Didsburv’s Economic Devel¬ 
opment Officer had organized the 
event in previous years 

While council did agree to do¬ 
nate the $1000 cost for fireworks 
this year, they have asked their com¬ 
munity services committee to look 
into solutions for future years 


Town council plans to submit a 
resolution at the upcoming Alberta 
Urban Municipalities Association 
general meeting regarding the elec¬ 
tion of health board representatives. 

Council made the decision to 
write a resolution requesting that 
the government arrange for public 
election of representatives on the 
Regional Health Board #5 which 
took over administration of the 
Didsbury Hospital and others 
stretching east towards Drumheller 
last year Current members of the 
board had been appointed by Al¬ 
berta Health The department is now 
deciding whether to continue with 
appointments or to hold elections 
similar to the process by which 
individual hospital board members 
were elected under the old adminis¬ 
trative system 

Council said they prefer elec¬ 
tion of regional boards because 
boards have the ability to requisi¬ 
tion tax dollars from municipali¬ 
ties. 

“1 would be more comfortable if 
they were elected,” said Councillor

Didsbury community services 
committee has been asked to com¬ 
pare Didsbury’s business licensing 
fees with other communities after 
town council received a letter from 
a concerned business owner 

Tracey Brosh, who plans to open 
a photography service from her 
home, said Didsbury’s rates for 
business licences and application 
fees for business licences were far 
more expensive than those in other 
area municipalities. Didsbury’s, at 
$140 for the licence and applica¬ 
tion fee, topped the list as the most 
expensive when comparing Olds, 
Carstairs, Bowden, Innisfail, 
Crossfield and Sundre The least 
expensive was Bowden who had no 
charge for the application and 
charged $25 for their licence Olds 
charges a $10 application fee and 
$75 for the licence 

Council asked the community 
services committee to verify these 
figures and to make a recommen¬ 
dation.

An area rancher has entered a 
plea of not guilty on a second case 
of causing distress to animals. 

Gary Sparshu was charged by 
the Alberta Society for Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals after their 
constable, Roy Jorawsky, received 
a public complaint on March 6 about 
cattle allegedly starving to death on 
range land in the Bergen area 

Constable Jorawsky said 24 head 
of cattle were seized after the com¬ 
plaint, held a prescribed period of 
time and then sold at public auc¬ 
tion 

Sparshu made his first appear¬ 
ance on the charge of causing ani¬ 
mals to be in distress at Didsbury 
provincial court last Wednesday 
I le pleaded not guilty and told the 
court he planned to represent him¬ 
self 

This is the second time Sparshu 
has been charged by the ASPCA In 
1993, Sparshu pleaded guilty to 
causing distress to animals after 
125 of his cattle died on land near 
Eagle Hill I hs entire herd was con¬ 
fiscated at the time, but the survi-

It was a horrid, brutish act of violence, but it wasn’t 
surprising 

The recent terrorist attack in Oklahoma City certainly 
caught the attention of North Americans and has almost 
succeeded in pushing the O J trial right off the newscasts, 
but, in all honesty, it was not an act entirely unexpected 

Previous to World War II, the United States carried an 
isolatiomsh policy which kept them out of most foreign 
affair incidents They kept to themselves and expected 
every other country to accord them the same respect 

But since the 1940s, the Americans have followed an 
aggressive interventionist policy in almost every volatile 
area of the world First if was the Pacific - Korea, Vietnam 
Then the Communist counties - Cuba, Afghanistan and 
into the South Americas This decade, it has been the 
Middle East 

With their practise of stepping in where they may or may 
not be invited, the U S has really made its own bed With 
provocative actions like bombing Libya, supplying arms to 
the Sandinistas, invading Panama and playing peacemaker 
with Israel and the Palestinians, it would be sheer folly to 
expect no retaliation on home soil 

It is actions like the World Trade Centre bombing and 
the Murrah building bombing that counter espionage ex¬ 
perts have been predicting for years And it is only expected 
to get worse in a country so large and relatively unprepared 
for terrorist activity 

Regardless whether or not the Oklahoma City massacre 
turns out to be a foreign or domestic attack, the U S can no 
longer bury its head in the sand With other attacks likely 
to come (and no doubt there will be thanks to the success 
in Oklahoma), it will be interesting to watch what happens 
to American foreign policy With increased public pres¬ 
sure to take care of their own, the U.S.’s future may indeed 
by a repeat of its history

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Medicare debate a Liberal lifesaver 


At the Legislature

Private, for-profit medicine may 
have it's critics in Alberta, but it just 
saved Grant Mitchell's life 

When Premier Ralph Klein 
called the by-election in Calgary 
McCall last month. Mitchell and 
his Liberals were flatlming They 


that put them at 17 percent in Al¬ 
berta The death report would prob¬ 
ably have said something about self- 
inflicted injuries and the betting was 
that the Liberals would have trouble 
getting the 15 percent they'd need to 
get their deposit back in Calgary 
McCall 

Then, strangely, Ralph Klein 
came out of his party's annual con¬ 
vention and announced that letting 
some investors buy our newly closed 
hospitals to run for profit might not 
be such a bad thing He revealed that 
he was still talking to three Calgary 
investors and if it allowed wealthier 
Canadians to jump the queue for 
medical services, "I don't see any¬ 
thing wrong with that." 

Sometimes Klein gets carried 
away in scrums with reporters and 
after a quick meeting with his emi¬ 
nence grise, Rod Love, the premier 
will reappear with a cleverly worded 
back pedal Hut on this occasion, it 
was no ad-lib Health Minister 


the hall, reading from the same 
hymnbook, repeating the same care¬ 
ful phrases about exploring all op¬ 
tions 

Within a couple of days, Klein 
was suggesting that we already have 
two-tiered medicine in Alberta, at 
hospitals and private clinics that are 
now allowed to work for cash and 
repeatedly predicted that Prime 
Minister Jean Chretien was going to 
loosen the strings and, in effect, 
give the whole thing his blessing 

Chretien didn't He said Canadi¬ 
ans don't want a two tiered system 
that gives the rich access to more 
and better health care And besides, 
he told interviewers after his meet¬ 
ing with Klein, "it’s not allowed". 

The whole thing only lasted a 
few days. The Liberals got in three 
good days in Question Period, using 
the words "American-style two- 
tiered health care" every 20 seconds 
or so By day three, the premier’s 
chair was empty. 

It's no surprise that the govern¬ 


ment is floating trial balloons for 
privatized health care The PC con¬ 
vention w’as a who's-who of private 
care lobbyists and promoters, from 
the Calgary lawyer who's ready to 
set up a private health insurance 
scheme at a moment's notice, to the 
Kdmonton cardiac surgeon who sees 
Medicare as a socialist plot. 

Hut now Grant Mitchell has a 
pulse and a clean bill of health to go 
along with it and 41.6 percent in¬ 
stead of 17. Klein should buy a beer 
for the strategist who scheduled the 
by-election. The Liberals might have 
moved up a few more points if they'd 
had one more week to bang the drum 
in Question Period, for the benefit 
of the cameras They didn't because 
the by-election was called for the 
last possible day after a week-long 
Easter recess 

So why didn't Klein and his advi¬ 
sors wait three weeks and launch 
this trial balloon the day after the 
vote? It’s not like they haven't seen 
a mountain of data from polls and 


focus groups that shows that Cana¬ 
dians, including Albertans, see 
Medicare as a legacy that deserves 
to be protected 

There's no real indication of how 
many Calgary McCall voters were 
persuaded to vote Liberal by the 
two-tier dust-up But had Klein held 
off for just three weeks, he almost 
certainly could have claimed a 
stronger mandate to negotiate with 
Ottawa on the Canada Health Act 
and the Liberals' credibility would 
have suffered a potentially lethal 
blow. 

Whether you vote Liberal, Con¬ 
servative or Rhino, it's good news 
that Alberta's opposition w as at least 
kept alive in McCall It generally 
takes governments with big majori¬ 
ties about the minutes to start think¬ 
ing of themselves as Sun Gods If 
they've been there for 24 years, any¬ 
thing that reminds them that they're 
just hired to do a contract job for the 
employers is a good thing

The Mayors of cities and towTis 
throughout the province have de¬ 
clared May 22 - 28th as Missing 
Children's Week It is a time of 
renewed hope, a commemoration 
to all the children w'ho are still miss¬ 
ing.

and abducted children by offering a 
comprehensive search program 
MCSC is unique in that we employ 
full time professional investigators 
who actively search for missing 
children across Canada, the United 
States and internationally. All of 
our programs and serv ices are pro¬ 
vided free of charge to searching 
parents and law enforcement agen¬ 
cies Our methods have proven to 
be effective, over the past four years, 
we have maintained an average 68 
percent success rate 

The Alberta Food Brokers As¬
